Hereas while Poland was under the Obedience 
of the moft Seréne and Potent Prince and 
Lord, Frederick Auguftus, King, and Ele&or of Sa- 
xony, a cruel War broke out, which being caaried 
on till this Seventh Year, has brought not only on 
the Kingdoms of Sweden and Poland, but likewife 
on the Elc&orate of Saxony various Troubles, Lotizs 
and Calamicies; yet in the mean time Affuirs took 
fuch a. Turn, that the Republick of Poland being 
sent into Divifions, ele&ed che moft Serene and ’o- 
tent Prince and Lord Staniflaus the Firft for their 
King; and to defend his Throne, made an Affociati- 
on with the moit Serene and Poceat Prince and Lord 
Charles the 12th, King of Sweden: By Means where- 
of, tho’ it appear’d Jikely the Flames of War would 
rage with greater Violence, and f{pread more wide, 
yet it has happen’d by the fingular Goodnefs of God, 
that the contending Princes and Kings conceiv’d in 
their Minds an earneft Defire of Peace, and concurr'd 
in mutual Wifhes and Endeavours to extinguifh the 
fatal Fire of this War. Hereu the following Mi-
